REPUBLICAN NATIONAL CONVENTION 


THE MORMON STRATEGY. 


The telegraph publishes the story 


of the last strategetio move on the 
part of the Mormons. It is a very 
curious, yet a probable one. 
And if 


carried out would, in one sense of 
the word, be the best joke of the sea- 
son. It is a trifle the neatest ar- 
ranged plan we have read about for 
a long time. The story is that the 
Mormons are arranging to abandon 
Utah and take possession of New 
Mexico, and thus get into the Union 
under the bill for its admission as a 
State. It is also said that initiatory 
steps have already been taken and in 
a short time several thousand Mor- 
mons will start for New Mexico. The 
programme is to proselyte the super- 
stitions natives of that country, and 
to gain possession of large tracts of 
land by the purchase of some Spanish 
grants outright, and of an interest in 
others, an:l then by placing several 
thousand Mormons in the State in 
time to vote at the election for the 
admission of the Territory as a State 
into the Union, to overcome the 
present vote, which is understood to 
be largely against the State project. 
It is asserted that influential person- 
ages in Washington are interested in 
the scheme, on the basis of a division 
on the proceeds of the sales of lands 
to the Morirons, who, by getting 
possession of the land grants, will 
control nearly all the valuable land 
in the Territory, and can exclude 
Gentiles by refusing to sell them 
any. Furthermore, the bill for ad- 
mission provides that the Territory 
may come into the Union at once 
upon 
adopting the Constitution, 


without further action by Congress, 
and therefore these people can make 
8 Constitution which will render 
them almost an independent sov- 
ereignty. If the scheme succeeds it 
will turn New Mexico over to the fol- 
lowers of Brigham Young, and the 
long-sought Kingdom of Mormon 
will sit last be established under the 
authority of the Government of the 
United States.

Teamsters are paid 
good wages and are generally a good 
natured set. 


The way in which these long teams 


are guided is always a matter of sur- 
prise to strangers. It is done with 
one line or rein, and the skillful 
manipulation of the man who sits on 
the wagon and controls them as per- 
fectly as if lines and checks were used.

LIGHT.—A new electric light, exper 
meutcd upon some weeks ago ou 
the roof of the Siemens-Haiske works 
at Berlin, proved so successfully that 
ordinary writing could be read by 
its aid at the distance of a mile.
